The calamity not only strongly stirred 
the feelings of men, and upon the whole, I 
think, beneficially; but it immediately stim- 
ulated their ingenuity. It was wonderful 
to see the energy with which men discussed 
the subject, and the zeal, too, with which 
they ultimately exerted themselves to re- 
pair the loss. I could even hardly regret | 
it, when I considered what a spectacle of | 
intense activity, intellectual and moral, the 
visitation had occasioned. It was very 
early suggested, that the whole Bible had | 
again and again been quoted piecemeal in 
one book or other; that it had impressed | 
its own image on the surface of human lit 
erature, and had been reflected on its course 
as the starsona stream. But, alas! on 
investigation, it was found as vain to ex- 
pect that the gleam of starlight would still 
remain mirrored in the water when the 
clouds had veiled the stars themselves, us 
that the bright characters of the Bible“ 
would remain reflected in the books of man 
when they had been erased from the Book 
of God. Qn inspection, it was found that 
every text, every phrase which bad been 
quoted, not only in the books of devotion | 
und theology, but in those of poetry and 
fiction, had been remorselessly expunged. | 
Never before had 1 had any adequate idea | 
of the extent to which the Bible had moul- 
ded the intellectual and moral life of the 


last eighteen centuries, nor how intimately , 


it had interfused itself with habits of thought | 
and modes of expression; nor how natu- 
rally and extensively its comprehensive im- 
agery and Janguage had been introduced 
into human writings, and most of all where | 
there had been most of genius. A vast 
portion of literature became instantly 
worthless, and was transformed into so much 
waste-paper. It was impossible to look 
into any book of any merit, and read ten 
pages together, without coming to some 
provoking erasures and mutilations, some 
“hiatus valde deflendi,” which made whole 
passages perfectly unintelligible. Many of 
the sweetest passages of Shakspeare were 
converted into unmeaning nonsense, from 
the absence of those words which his own 
all but divine genius had appropriated from 
a still diviner source. As to Milton, he 
was nearly ruinal, as might naturally be 
supposed, Walter Scott's novels were fill- 
ed with perpetual lacuna, | ct bs it might 
be otherwise with the philosophers, and so 
it was; but even here it was curious to see 
what strange ravages the visitation had | 
wrought, Some of the most beautiful and 
comprehensive of Bacon's Aphorisms were 
reduced to enigmatical nonsense, 

Those who held large stocks of books 
knew not what to do. Ruin stared them 
in the face; their value fell seventy or cigh- 
ty per cent. All branches of theology, in 
particular, were a drug. One fellow said, , 
that he should not so much have minded if 
the miracle had sponged out what was Au- 
man as Well as what was divine, for iu that 
case he would at least have had so many 
thousand volumes of fair blank paper, 
which was as much as many of them were

The French Spoliation Bill, which after great 
labor passed both houses, by very decided major- 


ities, has received the veto of the President.—

The War. 
The following letter sams up the news at the 


Seat of War. It is from Mr. Mathieson, a Mis 


sionary in connection with the Soldiers’ Friend 
Society at Balaklava. It will be read with pain- 
ful interest. | 
BaLAKLAvA, Dec. 22. 
“It is little wonder our men sleep; they are ut- 
terly exhausted and worn out. We are in daily 
anticipation of some great attack, as all seems to 
be getting desperate. Often, often have I heard 
officers and men say they long for an engagement, 
for they are dying fast. They are dispirited by 
the weather, want of rations, and being so much 
in the trenches. ‘Yet there is no faltering for the 
fight, and I dare affirm there is not a soldier here 
but would leap for joy to hear the cry “prepare 


for battle.” We would not believe this at home, 


yet it is true. 

“I might tell you of the road to Sebastopol; 
but all I shall say is, it is the most trying road 1 
was ever on. I would rather go over the Clash- 
mach, for it is all rutted and knee deep of mud, 
and the soil being rich, it is very clammy. 

“The Russians are making Sebastopol strong- 
er and stronger every day; whilst it is also true 
we are making progress in the erection of new 
and more powerful batterien. The position of 
Sebastopol is strong, and its situation beautiful. 

The valley of Inkermann, where the battle of 
the 5th November took place, is a lovely one, 
and exceedingly picturesque. Going over it, you 
see it strewed with shot and shell, clothes, and all 
sorts of broken muskets, &c., whilst the dead are 
hardly half buried; here and there, an ‘arm ap- 
pears above ground, or a face peeps forth, while 
the smell is intolerable. ‘The Russians are bur- 
ried in graves together, and the French and Brit- 
tish lie side by side. 

“How shall I give you any adequate descrip- 
tion of the state of our army? No pen can do it. 
It baffles description. Our cavulry cannot mouut 
a single horse, and one deeply feels as he looks at 
our Scots Greys, who when spoken of were wont 
to send a thrill of joy through every Scottish 
heart. ‘They cannot mount one horse, for now 
they are miserable nags, simply used as pack 
horses, to carry provisions to Sebastopol. ‘The 
men are filthy and much emaciated. You hear 
vaths, terrible oaths, on all hands. God's judge- 
ments are abroad and they are not seen. Ah, 
Britain! Britain! thou hast been highly exalted, 


and thou needest the deepest humiliation. Few 


of the noble army that landed here shall, I fear, 
ever return, I hear the men often talk of home. 
How strange the sound of it here! When men- 
tioned, it sends a strange gush of feeling through 
the heart. It strikes the deepest chord of the in- 
most soul. Were the condition of our army 
known, feasting, joy and mirth would cease at 
home. There have been brilliant victories, and 
prodigies of valor; but what are these -to the 
slaughtered multitudes? to the crowded hospitals? 
to the deadly pestilence? One gets accustomed 
to the cannon’s roar or the muskets crack; but it 


is when men die inch by inch, and see their com- 


rada die in tens around them, that they begin to 
pause and think. 

“Often have I heard privates in the ranks re- 
mark, ‘Were it not for the defence of our land, 
we might have left the Turks.’ As a nation, 
Tekel is written upon it. Marks of decay meet 
you at every step. English and French here ab- 
hor them. Their condition calls for the deepest 


| sympathy and pity, for they are dying in hun- 
dreds. I have seen their hospital here, or rather 


dead house. Dead and dying lie together. For 
days they lie without burial, and then they are 
hoisted on men’s shoulders, carried to a grave not 
two feet deep, tossed into it, and covered by 
handfuls of earth, not even a shovel used to cov- 
er them. They seem quite isolated here, the ob- 
jects of deepest commiseration. It is quite clear 
the only bulwark against Russian invasion will 
be-the rising of a Christian state npon the ruins 
of Mohammedan power. The proud crescent is 
waning fast, and joyfully should I see it flutter- 
ing no more in the breeze. At home the Turks 
are held as a company of hewers; here they are 
regarded fs 
slothful machines. It is quite clear to any, if we 
had not come to their rescue, the Russian flag 
had waved at, Constantinople ere now; and with 
the Bosphorus and Dardanelles in his possession, 
he might have defied Europe. I look at it all in 
a spiritual light, and I can hope in the future.—

ed through; yet God's purposes will ripen fast, 
and soon the kingdoms of this world shall have 
become the kingdoms of the Lord, and of His 
Christ.

Dr. Ayres presented the following description 
of a new iebthyic type, together with a specimen 
of the species described. 3 
Mrroruakobox rosustus, Ayres. 
Form, elongated, fusiform, compressed ; ven. 
tral outline more arched than the ; dorsal 
outline ascending without curvatare from the 
snout to the nape, thence very slightly, 
the line of union of the head and body not mark- 
ed by any depression or change of form. The 


greatest depth contained not quite five times in 


the total length. Length of the head a little 
greater than the depth of the body. Depth of 
the head at the plane of the eyes equal to the 
distance of the same plane from the snout. 

Mouth oblique, gape tolerably free, the plane 
of the tip of the maxillary passing about mid- 
way between the nostrils and the eye. Lower 
jaw the shorter. Lips smooth, a little loose and 
tleshy, not corrugated. Each jaw provided with 
a lirin. thickened layer, placed along the inner bor- 
der of the lip; this layer is narrow, and becomes 
more attenuated as it back along the jaw 
until, before reaching the angle of the mouth, it 
terminates; it is whitish, with a slight tendency 
to plication transversely ; its connection with the 
macous membrane. both of the roof of the mouth, 
and of the lips is feeble, so that it is quite easily 
detached ; it corresponds to the lips of the Buck: 
ers, though the structure of the mouth is pot at 
all like that of these fishes. No traces of bar- 
bels are discernible. 

Eyes very nearly circular, their diameter con- 
tained u little more than seven times in the length 
of the head. ) 

Posterior aperture of the nostrils much the 
larger, nearly circular, covered by a crescentic 
tlup from its anterior border. 

The posterior superior and posterior inferior 
borders of the operculum meet at nearly a right 
angle, but as the suboperculum continues the bor- 
der of the opercular apparatus from this point, 
this border becomes nearly a regulur curve, only 
tightly angulated. 

Scales of moderate size, not varying much in 
dimensions on different parts of the body, about 
ciglity two along the course of lateral line, and 
seventeen in an oblique line above it at the origin 
of the dorsal fin. — oval, not much angula- 
ted; concentric lines very fine; radiating lines 
of the posterior portion numerous, encroaching 
somewhat on the lateral portions. ‘Those form- 
ing the lateral line have the tube commencing 
near their anterior border. 

The dorsal tin, trapezoidal in form, arises ut u 
point a little nearer to the snout than to the tip 
of the central caudal rays.

(which is simple, articulated) being the highest 
and just double the height of the last ray ; the 
first two rays are very short. 


The ventrals, arising a little in advance of the | 


dorsal, which they equal in height, are rounded. 
Their tip does not quite reach the vent. 

The anal, similar to the dorsal in form, is a 
little less in both length and height. It arises a 


little in advance of the point to which the rays 


of the dorsal reach. ‘The fourth ray, branched, 


is the highest, the first being very short. 


The pectorals, rounded, have a height equal to 
the distance trom the origin of the ventrais to 
that of the anal. | 

The caudal is beautifully waved on its posteri- 
or margin, each lobe being convex. ‘The height 
of the central rays is half that-of the external.

A similar 
row of tubes is continued forward from upper 
angle of the branchial aperture, descends behind 
the eye, turns forward beneath it, and occupies 
the entire leugth of the chain of suborbital bones. 
Another row, impertectly manifest, crosses the 
top of the head, at its line of junction with the 
body. ‘ 

N. robustus appears to be by no means com- 
mob. It is brought to market fromm the San 
Joaquin, in company with Gda grandis from 
which it is not distinguished by the fishermen, 
both being sold under the singularly inappropriate 
name of Salmon Trout. It has in fact much re- 
semblance in external characters to that species, 
though the body is stouter, and the head relutive- 
ly larger not being concave on its dorsal surface 
and as it were separated from the body. In con- 
tour it is quite like the Dace of the Connecticut 
River, (Leuciscus pulchellus; Storer.) But it is 
readily removed from these species, and from 
every other Cyprinoid hitherto described. by the 
structure of the teeth on the inferior pharyngeal 
bones. The bones themselves are short, strongly 
curved, and very stout, somewhat resembling in 
form those of L. pulchellus already mentioned, 
though much more robust than those of any oth- 
er Californian type of this family. ‘The teeth 
ure arranged in two rows. Those of the external 
row are four (in some instances five) in number, 
remarkably thick and strong, rather short, each 
provided with a broad enamelled crown which is 
truncate obliquely inward, thus affording a large 
smooth grinding surtace ; they are closely placed, 
the crowns nearly touching each other. ‘lhe in- 
ner row is but an imperfect one, consisting of two 


' teeth, or at the most three, which are small, with 


their crowns blunt, bat not truncate as in the 
outer row. 

We find in this formation an intermediate 
condition between that of the open .mouthed 
Cyprinidae, and that of the tribe of Catostomi,’ 
We have the pharyngeals, the small number of 
teeth with their nearty cylindrical bodies which 
represent the former, while we have also the ab- 
ruptly truncated summits which gecur iu the lat - 
ter. And as another illustration of the passage 
toward the Catostomi we have the thickened de- 
posite along the lips. One feature not yet indi- 
cated allies this type to the Grst mentioued tribe 
—the presence of the pair of slender bones sus- 
pended beneath the interbranchial series for the 
attachment of the muscles which separate the in- 
ferior pharyngeals; these hones appear to be 
wanting in all the Catostomi. 

A new generic division therefore seems needed, 
for which the characters specified suggest the 
name.

The following communication was received 


and having made a more close investigation of 
the extent of their distribution in the Valley of 
Santa Margarita. I am better enabled to locai- 
ize them and I present a rough diagram, giving 
a section of that Valley. The trail 

from the Salinas Valley to the town of San Lais 
limit is the range of the Coast Mountains, and 
its eastern, the Salinas river from which it is sep- 
arated by a low granite range—when this section 
is made, the distance between these two points is 
about nine miles. The Valley lies to the East- 
ward and is about 1000 feet above sea level: the 
strata are very much contorted and bent by au- 
gitic and magnesian (Talcose) rocks which are 
protruded in a few places and since which the 
whole surface hes been smoothed down and denu- 


ded by currentections. The rocks on the west 


side of the Valley are sandstones, grits and 1 
glomerates having a general dip to N. West, 


varying from 20° to 50°, intersected by Fel- 


pathie, Amygdaloid, and Augitie trap which are 


the elevating agents of the littoral range of hills. 


On the East of the Valley as stated is a granitic 
axis upon which the sandstone conglomerate rests 
conformably, although the beds have, by no 
means the same thickness as upon the west side, 
upon those beds of sandstone just mentioned re- 
pose the fossiliferous layers, from which they 


are separated by a few feet of aluminous rocks. 
with lamellar, flinty layers, presenting in Some 
parts a distinct onyx-lamina: this layer as it is a 


constant one, is that which indicates alike the 
position of the fossiliferous bed, and the intruding 
effects of the trap rocks; the fossil beds always 
rest upon this layer, and in some places are not 


more than four feet apart from it. It is the 


western limit which this bed forms, for I have 
not found it appear in the eastern side. 

The fossiliferous beds dip generally eastward 
or south-east, and have no defined synelinal axis,

this term to the most westerly of the many chains 


which receive the name of Coast Range: towards 
the east it is found passing into Tulare County,

Diabolo range. lu this course it is not continu- 
ous, but is broken and uplifted by the chains and 
separate hills which occur in passing east, and in 
some places fine sections Bre exposed, such 
oceurs in the Panga hills along the Estrella 
River from which the best specimens were obtain 
ed. The hill trom which the Santa Maria de 
rives its supplies of water, expose these beds ou 
their foot ranges. 

Independent of the character of the fossils, 
there are two points of interest connected with 
these beds. 

Ist. They lie couſormedly upon the granite 
upheaved, which lies beside the Salinas rider 
they are older than the granite. 

2nd. They lie east of the littoral range, all the 
beds on the west side of this latter chain are more 
recent than those on the east. They were hot 
uplifted at that period, and the depth probubiy 
greater than could sustain those animals. 

I am inclined to look upon these as Early Eo- 
cene Bhells, They closely resemble eretaceous 


fossils and had I found Ino cerimus among them,’
